It is generally admitted by those well 


informed on the subject that, to tho New- 
England farmer at least, the grass crop is 
the most important crop raised, and that 
in treating this crop stiell methods should 
he pursued as will increase its quantity 
and improve its 
quality. • Those 
who 


have investigated the matter claim that 
grasses grown on rich land contain a 
larger per cent, of nutritions substances 
than those grown on poor laud, and con- 
sequently the same quantity of grass 
raised on a rich soil is worth more for 
feeding purposes'than when raised on a 
poor soil. This being Hie case there is a 
twofold inducement to improve the pro- 
ductiveness of our grass lands. 


Ill the cultivation of tho grass crop, as 


well as grain and other crops, farmers 
will have to be governed by climate, loca- 
tion of farms and quality of soil iu their 
different methods. 
As I am situated it 


pays me best to make grass tho principal 
crop ou all my land suitable for cultiva- 
tion that 1 wish to use' for mowing lands. 
For several years past I have grown but 
little grain. 
On such lands as I raise 


hoed crops, I seed down to grass without 
sowing grain. In this way I get a good- 
crop of grass instead of'grain and tho 
laud will produce or last about two years 
longer before it needs to be plowed again 
than if a crop of grain had first been 
raised ou the land when seeded down. 


Every year I tnrn over more or less 


greensward to tho quantity of manure I 
nave to use for that purpose and seed 
down again, thus gettiug a crop of gras 
every year from tho land. 
In this way 


can work over my laud much faster while 
Hie same amount of manure applied to 
my land in this way will produce more 
grass than when spread on tho land as a 
top dressing without plowing. Hi- expo 
rience has led me to adopt the same 
method in manuring my land for grass as 
your correspondent, N. U. Pierce, 01 
Westminster, Vt., does for raising corn. 
Hint is, to apply a heavy dressino ni 
manure before the laud is seeded down to 
grass, believing that the extra quantity 
of grass obtaiued in the subsequent, crop's 
will pay more for the amount of manure 
applied than would he obtained in using 
the same Jjnimtity of manure ou more 
laud. Jly land treated in this v.-:iy rcill 
produce two good crops of grass in a year 
for three or four yearn, and then one good 
crop in a year for as much longer before 
it needs to be plowed again. 


Years ago I seeded down my land iu 


the fall, but for some years past I have 
sown my grass seed in the spring, having 
had the best success in obtaining a good

Jly grass 
sown in the spring is ripe enough to cut 
in from ten to twelve weeks from the 
lime it is sown. 
On lands that are ctilti. 


rated which I wish to seed down, I find 
it n good way to plow them late in the 
fall, as then they are ready to harrow and 
smooth down the next spring, but if they 
arc not plowed in the fall, as soon as they 
tire dry enough to work in the spring I 
work them over with a cultivator before 
harrowing. 
After harrowing and work- 


ing the land down smooth the grass seed 
is sown on the loose soil. 
The first rain 


will cover the seed snnicienily. I use a 
mixture of timothy, 
red-top and

clover. Tho crop of grass is cut as soon 
as it gets in blossom. 
, I have had very good success in tnriiing 
over greensward in the Ml. spreading 
on the manure, und letting it, lay till the 
next spring, then working it with ciilli- 
vfuor and hiirrow and sowing the seed. 
On land fitted iu this way ] have never 
failed to get a heavy crop of hay tho 
same season. During the. Ml of !SS(I I 
plowed one-half of an acre of greensward, 
spread on it twenty-three ox-cart loads 
of compost manure.

worked over and the grass seed sown on 
Hie 10th of May. 
On the 12th of August 


tho grass was cut mid when dry there was 
fill large cocks of hay.

starlednp again and produced n heavy 
growth of fall feed. 
Last fall I plowed 


and manured one-half of an acre of green,
